1867, six Newfoundland representa- 
tives and two Canadians,set ihelr 
signatures to an agreement which 
may culminate in a new confedera- 
tion—this time between .Canada and 
the 450-year-old colony.

Mr, St. Laurent, first to. set his 
name to ithe agreement of union 
terms, predicted in @ speech after- 
wards that the entry of Newfound- 
land into the Canadian Confedera- 
tio will make “steadier and surer” 
the advance towards “greater unity 
and prosperity” on the § northern 
half of this continent. 

“With Newfoundland forming the 
10th province of Canada, I. think 
that both we in Canada and you in 
Newfoundland will feel more secure 
than heretofore in this troubled 
world.” j 


Reviewed Talks 

He reviewed negotiations from the 
preliminary talks in 1947 to the 
Newfoundland plebigcite a few 
months ago and the final negotia- 
tions which began two months be- 
fore the terms were made ready.

ing the next eight years. He will 
make a minority report to Sir Gor- 
don Macdonald, governor of New- 
foundland, 

The governor, in the meantime, 
was kept busy by other dissenters 
to union at. his residence in St.

Following the signing ceremony, the

The delegates agreed con- 
federation was the only real golution

They had met with members of 
the cabinet in a dozen plenary ses- 
sions to thrash out coniederation 
terms, Fourteen drafts of the agree- 
ment had tobe made before all in- 
dicated thelr approval. A fifteenth 
draft had to be prepared for the ac- 
tual signing. 

The signing ceremony fell oh the . 
17th anniversany of the signing of 
the statute of Westminster which 
wave independent status to the Com- 
monwealth nations, 

Next steps, to be taken during the 
winter months, were: ratification of 
the terms by Parliament in ‘Canada 
and by the Commission Government 
in Newfoundland. Both parties then 
would place a request before the 
‘British Government to approve the 
terms and allow confederation to. 
betome a ‘reality, 

Markets Assured 

Canadian farmers were assured 
last week of a continuing British 
market for their eggs, bacon and 
cheese, but for thé most part the 
general outlook for 1049 was not as 
good as in 1948. This was the con- 
clusion reached by the seventh an- 
nual Dominion-Provincial Agriqul- 
tural, Conference. 

Leading off the three-day meet- 
ing, Agricultural Minister Gardiner 
told the delegates wartime  condi- 
tions were over. Prices were going 
to drop slightly. Canada had to find 
other markets than the United King 
dom ito rid herself of her food sur- 
pluses. 

As to the contracts, about which 
Canadian farmers were anxious for 
months, Mr, Gardiner announced: 

Britain will take . 160,000,000 
pounds of bacon next year, against 
195,000,000 pounds im 1948. The price 
will remain unchanged at 336 per 
100 pounds for grade “A” no. 1 size- 
able Wilkteshire sides. : 

Britain also planned to take 50,- 
000,000 pounds: of _cheese, if ahe 
could get this amount, also at the 
1948 price of 30 cents a pound, for 
factory. 

Britain planned to take 46,000,000 
dozen, eggs next year, against 74,- 
000,000 in 1048. Prices also were go- 
ing down a few cents: 52% cents a 
dozen for storage eggs, 31.36 a Ib. 
for'driéd and 32 cents a dozen for 
frozen, compared with 54% cents, 
71.46 and 35 cents respectively.
